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Fatal Accident at Lawrence. 


A fire broke out in the two and one- 
half story tenement house, 45 Blanchard 
Street, Lawrence, Monday night, owned 
by Hugh Mills and occupied by himself 


and son. The fire caught in the roof and 


before the flames were subdued the upper 
part of the structure was a mass of 
flames and the building badly damaged 
by smoke and water. 

A ladder was placed in position on the 
south side of the house near the rear, 
which was hastily climbed by Frank E. 
Dresser, followed by Patrick Finn, P. H. 
Donoghue and Eugene N. Heald. The 
men had not ascended more than ten 
feet from the ground when a crash was 
heard of a chimney directly above their 
heads, and, without amoment’s warning, 
the falling brick struck the ladder and 
fell with a thud to the ground, carrying 
with them the body of P. H. Donoghue, 

Donoghue was third upon the ladder, 
receiving the full force of the falling 
bricks, and fell through a bulkhead into 
the cellar. Heald was picked up in'a 
bleeding condition, his head being badly 
cut and back severely injured. 

It was about half.an hour when the ° 
body of Donoghue was noticed in the 
cellar and his lifeless form lifted out. It 
was a ghastly sight. Medical Examiner 
Howe found the following injuries: Right 
hip dislocated; right leg broken at ankle, 
knee, and midway between the knee and 
hip; large bruise on chest, face and fore- 
head gashed and scratched; complete 
fracture of the skull, one portion being 
entirely gone. Donoghue, who was 
known by many in this town, being in- 
specting officer for the Walter L, Ray- 
mond Camp, Sons of Veterans, was 23 
years old. He had been a member of the 
fire company but a short time, and was a 
reporter on the Lawrence American and 
Sunday Telegram, and during the last 
two years was milk inspector in Law- 
rence. He was a sergeant of the gatling 
platoon of Battery C. He was also re- 
porter for the Associated Press and Bos- 
ton News and was considered one of the 
most active news gatherers in the city, 
and was highly respected by his associ- 
ates. 

His brother, James E. Donoghue, is 
city editor of the Lawrence Daily Ameri- 
can. Besides him, he leaves a father, a 
veteran of of the late war, and one sis- 
ter. The funeral which was held yester- 
day at St. Laurence Church was one of 
the largest seen for a long time, the vari- 
ous organizations of which he was a 
member doing escort duty. The pro- 
cession included. the Lawrence Brass 
Band, Battery C, delegation from Co. F, 
Sons of Veterans, Press Club, Laurel 
Club, Fire Department and Mayor and 
City Government.

Bolting Ice Cream. 

During the scorching weather you 
often rush into an ice cream saloon 
with the avowed intention of cooling 
your body to at least a few degrees | 
below the melting point. If you are in 
a great hurry you. are apt to make the 
first few spoonfuls of the cooling mix- 
ture rather large, this almost imme- 
diately gives you a violent pain in the 
temples or somewhere in the region of 
the eyes.’ Why is this? Did you ever 
stop to think? asked the writer in the 
St. Louis Republic. One who has 
studied the physiology of the case says 
that it is caused in the following man- 
ner:—The frozen mixture, coming in 
contact with the nerves of the throat 
(the larynx, pharynx, etc,), temporarily 
paralyzes them, The sensation in- 
stantly shoots to the centre of those 
nerves, which 1s in the brain, but finds 
there a side connéction 1n the shape of 
the great facial nerve, which starts from 
in front of the ear and extends its 
branches over the side of the face. 
One branch of this facial nerve, ex- 
tends across the temple, is a ‘‘nerye of 
sensation,’? while the other branches 
are simply ‘‘nerves of motion,” utilized 
chietly to govern the play of the mouth. 

The great facial nerve sidetracks the 
pain which proceeds from the chill, 
throwing it out along the nerve branch 
which traverses the temple, the pain

The Kindergarten. 


Editor of Townsman: 

The Christian Union of this week 
has two articles on the kindergarten so 
comprehensive that I wish every 
mother in Andover might read them. 
Only forty years since philanthropists 
realized how much the system could do 
for our race, and now this method has 
become “a large part of the public 
school system of St. Louis, Des Moines, 
Milwaukee, Philadelphia, Chicago, and 
Boston 

“The kindergarten is a school for 
character building. Underneath every 
game which is played, every story 
which is told,-every song which is sung, 
every gift and occupation which is 
given, there is a deep underlying, spirit- 
ual truth intended to aid in unfolding 
the child’s nature. The kindergarten 
is based upon the thought that every 
child is born with the possibilities of 
good and evil, and that much depends 
upon the parent, teacher, and environ- 
ment as to which of these shall pre- 
dominate in the child’s character, 
There is not a woman who may read 
this article but would have done better 
work if she had had a kindergarten 
training.’’ 

A young woman becomes a mother. 
She understands that thé child must be 
fed and dressed with intelligence; she 
tries to inform herself as to the best 
way todo this. Very soon the child 
begins to.ask questions; hew to answer 
them is oftentimes more than she can 
know. By three years of age the child 
is capable of understanding very many 
simple things, but the mother has not 
the ability to present them in a way to 
be grasped by the child without too 
much mental exertion, and-here comes 
in the work of the kindergarten. Skil- 
fully and very gradually, so that no.ef- 
fort is realized, the child has the foun- 
dation all laid, and excellently laid, for 
the public or higher school lessons. 
Why Andover isall these years without 
a kindergarten 1s to me a matter of 
surprise. XXX 


Road Improvement. 

The recently adjourned — legislature 
provided that the governor shall appoint 
three persons, one of whom shell be a 
civil engineer, whose terms of office 


February in the year 1893, to consider | 
what legislation is necessary for the | 
better construction and maintenance of 
the highways in this commonwealth. 
The said commission is ordered to in- 
vestigate the best and most practical | 
method of construction and mainte- 
nance of highways, and the estimated 
cost of the various methods and systems; 
the estab'ishment of state or county 
highways, also the geological forma- 
tion as far as it relates to the material 


The commission may employ experts 
and other assistants and incur reason- 
able expenses up to $10,000. 

The county commissioners, boards of 
selectmen. and aldermen, and other 
officers having authority over public 
ways, roads, and bridges throughout 
the commonwealth shall, on request, 
furnish the commissioners any informa- 
tion required by them concerning the 
public ways, roads, or bridges within 
their jurisdiction. 

The governor appointed as the com- 
missioners Mr. W. 8. McClintock of 
Chelsea, a civil engineer of experience 
in road building, , Prof. 5. N. Shaler of | 
Harvard University, who combines ex- 
perience in geology and practical judg- 
ment, Mr. Geo. A. Perkins of Cam- 
bridge, president of the league of 
American wheelmen. The governor’s 
council confirmed Messrs. McClintock 
and Perkins. 

There is thought to be no doubt of 
the confirmation of Prof. Shaler for the 
third member. It is-stated that if it 
shall be found that he cannot hold two 
state commissions, he will resign his 
position on the topographical survey 
commission, as. the work of that com- 
mission is about over, and the map of 
the stute has been issued. Prof. Shaler 
is very much desired upon the commis- 
sion because of his accurate knowledge 
of the geology of the state.

Hampton Industry. 


The following notes taken from a’ 
recent Boston Traveller will doubtless 
be eagerly read by the many in this 
town who are interested in Gen, Arm- 
strong and the work at Hampton: 

The solution of the race problem, in 
so faras it affects the colored people 
and the Indians, seems to have been ar- 
rived at in the practical results which 
crown the efforts of the Hampton Indus- 
trial School in Virginia.

fare of their races. The papers that 
were read advanced sensible views that 
were the direct outcome of the personal 
experience of the seniors who the year 
previous to graduation had been en- 
gaged in teaching. Graduates of older 
classes were also among the speakers 
to tell of their riper knowledge of. prac- 
tical affairs in various parts of the 
South. 

The valedictorian, Matthew Hudson 
of South Carolina, spoke of ‘‘Our Inside 
Track,’’ and claimed that it can be held 
at the South as it never can be at the 
North, by industrial education and

In the grad- 
ing of Main Street in front of the Town 
House the picks haye taken away the 
ridge on the side of the railway track, 
and at last we are likely to have a well 
graded piece of street. 


In commenting on the really excel- 
lent job done in putting in the drain 
and_ levelling on Main Street, it isa 


matter of regret that reference must be 


made to another piece of. work going 
on at the same time, which exhibits as 
poor judgment as the Main Street job 
does excellent. : This is the piece of 
road just finished on the lower end of 
Bartlet Street; a road 1n itself all right, 
but when considered in relation to all 
of its surroundings, a monstrous piece 


of extravagance and poor judgment. 
Two good sidewalks are already found 
there, but the grade has been raised so 
that in Several places all the road wash 
must run on to them and call for raised 
walks to go with the road. 

We do not know where this thing 
will get to if more attention is not paid 
to the lay of the land, location of houses, 
and existing levels in making repairs 
on our streets. Very good road sur- 
faces are being formed, but it certainly 
needs some different judgment to deter- 
mine how high or how low those sur- 
faces shall be placed. This 1s the field 
forthe engineer. 


A Misfortune. 


Whatever difference of opinion may 
exist among professional theologians, 
as to the abstract questions involved in 
the famous ‘Andover controversy,” 
we hear only one view expressed among 
all classes, in respect to the new move 
against Prest. Smyth of the Seminary. 
That is disappointment and regret. 
When the Supreme Court, last autumn, 
dismissed the charges for heresy against 
this eminent gentleman, there was a 
general sigh of relief. Not everybody 
was satisfied, of course, with the par- 
ticular form of the decision; but prac- 
tically everybody was glad that the mat- 
ter was ended, after seven long years 
of suspense. In Andover the general 
feeling was one of congratulation, not 
only out of sympathy for Prest. Smythe 
personally, but because it was felt that 
any Other outcome would have been 
injurious to the best interests of the 
Seminary and detrimental to the cause 
of religion in New England. It was 
quite universally agreed that nothing 
more would be heard of the prosecution, 


except asa reminiscence, and this was’ 


regarded as due to rightand jnstice as 
well. 

Prest. Smyth has now been served 
with new papers of a legal and formal 
nature, and Thursday, Sépt.*1st, has 
been assigned for the preliminary hear- 
ing, at the Mansion House in Andover. 
Thus the whole unfortunate conflict is 
precipitated anew. We can but hope 
the proceedings will be short-lived. 
Another prolonged period of doctrinal 
debate like that so recently closed, 
must leave wounds in the church which 
will not heal for many years, if ever. 
Personal bitterness is in danger of being 
engendered; partisanship will almost 
inevitably spring up; and the ‘world’s 
people’’ will scarcely be able to com- 
ment, ‘‘Behold, how these Christians 
love one another!’’ In every aspect 
of the case, another legal combat over 
Andover Seminary will prove a mis- 
fortune, which every lover of the faith 
must deeply deplore.

A. J. Kane arrested for Swindling. | 


Various circumstances which came to 
light after the swindling operations, 
which were chronicled by the TOWNSMAN 
exclusively last week, led Chief of Police 
Cheever. to suspect that it was the work 
of Albert J. Kane, a former resident of 
this town, and formerly shipping clerk 
It was 
found that someone had purchased dur- 
ing that afternoon (Thursday) 4 few 
sheets of paper at the Andover Bookstore 
which was similar to that on which the 
bill given to Mrs. F. B. Jenkins was made 
out. The fact, also, that he tried to 
victimize Mr, Jenkins and Mr, Ring, both 
of whom are employed by the Tyer Rub. 
ber shipping office also added weight to 
the chief's suspicions, which he now 
thought were sufficient to warrant him 
in bringing Kane into court. He accord- 
ingly went to Chelsea, Tuesday, and there 
atrested him, bringing him to Andover, 
where he was locked up in the Police 
Station. 


On the same afternoon he was brought 
before Judge Poor, and pleaded not guilty 
to the charge of having wilfully and de- 
ceitfully defrauded Mrs. Frank B. Jen- 
kins of five dollars, on the afternoon of 
Thursday, July 7. 

Mrs. Jenkins was the first witness 
called and testified to paying five dollars 
to aman who very much resembled the 
defendant. She was-sure she recognized 
his eyes, and also the receipt which the 
man had given her. She could not recol- 
lect his dress, but was pretty certain he 
was the man, : 

Mr. Jenkins did not have any material 
évidence to present. He had not sent 
any man to his house to collect five dol- 
lars nor had any bundle been left for him. 
He did not think the writing on the bill 
resembled Kane’s handwriting, which 
he had had occasion to see before. He 
did not see Kane that day and did not 
know anything about the affair until he 
arrived home that evening. 

John N. Cole of the Andover Press 
next testified that on that same afternoon 
Kane called at the printing office and 
transacted some business. His appear- 
ance had changed since then by the re. 
moval of his moustache. On examining 
the bill he said the paper was the same 
as was sold at his store and of which he 
is the exclusive agent in this town. 

Mrs. M. A. Richards of the Andover 
Bookstore said she sold a few sheets of 
paper of a size similar to the bill in ques- 
tion to a man, whom she thought the de- 
fendant resembled, although she could 
not swear it was-him. When buying the 
man seemed to be inahurry, as if he 
wished to catch an electric car. 

Chief of Police Cheever said that when 
he arrested Kane he asked him if he had 
been in Andover lately, or since July 4, 
and Kane answered no. 

Kane was then called to speak for him- 
self, and among other things said he had 
been in Andover, but did not remember 
the day. He had a small check with 
which he wished to pay some bills. Went 
to the Andover National Bank, present- 
ing the check to Mr. Foster, who said he 
could not cash it, but if | would leave it 
he would draw on the Chelsea bank, 
which would take a day or two. 
that I could do that myself in that time 
and so came away. Then I went to see 
Mr. Cole and transacted some business 
with him, after which I got on an electric 
car and rode up to the Hill, staying there 
some time.. Mr. Cheever came up ona 
car and walked down. I took the next 
car and rode to Lawrence to catch the 
4.25 train for Boston. When asked by 
Judge Poor why he did not take the train 
here, he said he went to Lawrence just 
for the ride. Continuing, he said he did 
not know where Mr. Jenkins lived, and 
that Mrs, Jenkins was a perfect stranger 
tohim. He did not go there or preseet 


any such bill. It was strange how Mrs. 
Jenkins could judge by my eyes alone 
that I was the man. 

Judge Poor then said he thought there 
was prima facia evidence of a case, but 
he did not care to take jurisdiction over 
it, and so ordered Kane to recognize in 
the sum of $600 for his appearance at 
Superior Court to be held in Lawrence 
in October, Kane pleaded for smaller 
bonds, which he thought he could get, 
but the judge said they were small for 
such a crime, and so Kane was com- 
mitted to the Lawrence jail to await trial.

Converse in the Boston Herald writes 
that the planet is usually hidden on its 
approach to themoon, but just now his 
brillianey is so great that the strong full 
moonbeams could not quench his fiery 
eye. Once in 780 days we get around 
between Mars’and the sun. 
nearly circular, while that of Mars is 
most eccentric of all planets except Mer- 
cury. We are now nearly at our greatest 
distance from the sun, bringing us 
3,000,000 miles nearer Mars, while he is 
coming to his least distance (Sept. 7), 
bringing him. 13,000,000 miles nearer to 
us. Our distance from him varies from 
35. to 61,000,000 miles on these opposi- 
tions. Once in 16 or 17 years we geta 
good focus on him. August 11, 1877, we 
found his two funny little moons, one of 
which goes around in seven hours, rising 
in the west, setting in the east, appar- 
ently. Again we have come to short 
range, and as Mars rises at sunset Aug, 
4, astronomers with powerful telescopes 
will be wide awake as he swings around 
in full feather. Who knows what obser- 
vations are being planned on Mars over 
their neighbor, the earth. xxxx.

Another Andoyer ‘Trial ? 


Rev. Joshua W. Wellman, D.D., and 
Rey. Orpheus T. Lamphear, D-D., have 
requested the visitors of Andover Theo- 
logical; Seminary to take action in the 
complaint made against Egbert C. Smyth, 
Brown professor of ecclesiastical history, 
in 1886, The visitors have accordingly 
notified Prof. Smyth that a hearing will 
be given on this request at the Mansion 
House, in, Andover, Thursday, Sept. 1, 
i802. The trustees have all been notified 
in order that they may take such part in 
the hearing as the constitution of the 
Seminary and the opinion of the supreme 
judicial court, recently rendered, make 
necessary. Whether or not the action 


of Messrs. Wellman and Lamphear will 
lead to a re-opening of the celebrated 
“Andover controversy’? remains to be 
seen. It is optional with either the 
board of visitors or board of trustees to 
take whatever course shall seem to be 
for the best good of the institution com 
mitted to their care, in case of any com- 
plaints being brought to the attention of 
the one body or the other. A new trial 
of the old charges can be ordered: or the 
petitioners, who, in this instance, are the 
surviving members of the prosecuting 
triumvirate of 1886, can be given “‘leave 
to withdraw.” 

The Boston Advertiser of Wednesday 
morning has ‘the following editorial 
comment on the above: 


Those excellent and venerable gentle- 
men, long since retired from the active 
work of the pastoral office, who have re- 
quested the Andover board of visitors to 
re-open the case of Prof. Smyth, on the 
six-year-old charges of ‘theterodoxy,” 
presumably have leisure, as_ they evi- 
dently have taste, for threshing over 
again the ancient straw, But they are 
much mistaken if they suppose that the 
public, religious or secular, has time or 
inclination or patience for such a proceed- 
ing. Nordo we believe that.the distin- 
guished gentlemen who are to determine 
whether or not the case shall be reopened 
will see it to be their duty to authorize 
a new trial. The members of the board 
of visitors are busy men. Their time is 
fully occupied with affairs that belong to 
the living present, not to the dead past. 
So with the members of the board of 
trustees, who, under the decision lately 
rendered in this case by the supreme judi- 
cial court of Massachusetts, cannot be ig- 
nored in any new proceedings, as they 
were in the old. Prof. Smyth is avery 
busy man. His hands and his heart are 
full of labors on behalf of the great insti- 
tution which, under his leadership, is 
enjoying a career of almost unexampled 
prosperity and at the same time entering 
upon a new era of development and use- 
fulness that call for such enlarged facili- 
ties as its legion of friends are ready to 
provide in testimony of their confidence 
in the president of the faculty and his 
no less trusted associates. It is simply 
inconceivable that all this noble work and 
all these fair prospects are to be hindered 
and put in jeopardy in order to begin all 
over again a struggle about some points 
in theology that in no wise affect the es- 
sential truths of the Christian religion 
and in regard to which equally good an 
wise men conscientiously differ. 

The malcontents have had their ‘in- 
nings.’’ For more than five years they 
carried on their fight, with every advan- 
tage and opportunity that could possibly 
be afforded them. On the theological 
side they were led by one of the ablest 
controversialists that New England had 
known, and whose death none deplored 
more sincerely than the men whom he so 
strenuously opposed. On the legal side 
the ‘complainants’? were assisted by 
some of the foremost talent at the Massa- 
chusetts bar. Of the three men who sat 
as judges at the theological trial one at 
least, who also is no longer in this world, 
openly, and no doubt from the sincerest 
sense of duty, sympathized with the prose- 
cution. Notwithstanding all this, the 
effort to secure the removal from office of 
all or any of the’ accused professors was 
a failure. When, after many years, the 
tribunal of last resort rendered its find- 
ings, there was a universal sense of re- 
lief. It was shared by most of those who 
would have preferred a different result, 
as well as by the greater number who 
felt that the right had prevailed. Both 
sides were glad, happy and thankful that 
at length the way was clear for new 
things. 

Heavy will be the responsibility upon 
‘whomsoever it shall rest, if what has 
been done is allowed to be undone and 
sores almost healed are torn open and 
made to bleed afresh. 


Load of Hay tips over and causes an 
Accident. 


Travel on the electric railway was inter- 
fered with for a short time last Saturday 
afternoon, the track in Elm Square being 
blockaded with hay. It was between 2 
and 3 o’clock when Nathan F. Abbott's 
hay wagon left the town scales with over 
two tons of hay on, and started to go up 
Elm Street. The hay-had evidently not 
been loaded evenly and when just beyond 
Valpey’s market the load went over to 
the left directly across the car tracks, 
Garfield, a son of Mr. Abbott, about 12 
years old, who was riding on the 
hay, of course’ fell off, and struck 
heavily head first on the stone’ paving 
between the car tracks. He was imme- 


diately picked up in an unconscious con- 
dition by willing hands, and was attended 
to by Dr. Leitch.

Work was immediately begun clearing 
the tracks of the hay, Motorman Swain, 
Conductor Folsom, of the electric which 
was blocked, Chief of Police Cheever 
and others, taking hold with Mr. Abbott's 
men. It was removed soon, so that only 
one car lost its time. It was suggested 
at the time by some that to be a motor- 
man must be a great developer of muscles, 
as none of the forks were able to stand 
the strain to which they were put by 
Swain, several being broken.

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A DRAMATIC SCENE, 


STRIKERS GET LITTLE CONSOLATION 
FROM GENERAL SNOWDEN. 


The General Denounced Because of His 
Stand Toward O'Donnell and the Rest 
of the Committee — Importation of 
Pinkertons Believed to Be Under Con- 
sideration—Latest from Homestead. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 13.—Law and or- 
der has been once more established in 
Homestead. It is martial law, and Major 
General Snowden 1s dictator. Armed 
men, in blue coats adorned with brass 
buttons, have succeeded other men whe 
had no authority of law. 

As soon as General Snowden had estat - 
lished his headquarters in the school- 
house on the hill over the iron works he 
was waited upon by a committee consist- 
ing of O’ Donnell, Coon, Crawford, Schuck- 
man and Clifford, representing the Amal- 
gamated association, the advisory com- 
mittee and the citizens. Coon was the 
spokesman, and stated that he represented 
the association and the citizens; that on 
their part he welcomed the troops to the 
town, and he offered the co-operation of 
the citizens in preserving order. 

General Snowden Said: “I thank you 
for your welcome, but Ido not need your 
co-operation. The only way that good 
citizens can co-operate with us is to go 
peacefully about their business,’’ 

Coon said; ‘‘The citizens wish to know 
at what time they may give you a public 
reception.” 

Snowden replied: ‘I can accept no re- 
ception, sir; it would be most improper. I 
thank you for your courtesy, but a formal 
welcome is not needed. It would be an 
amazing thing if the National Guard of 
Pennsylvania was not welcome in any 
part of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. O’Donnell here took up the conver- 
sation and began: “On the part of the 
Amalgamated association I wish to. say 
that, after suffering an attack from illegal 
authority, we are glad to have the legal 
authority of the state here.” 

“IT do not recognize your association, 
sir,’ General Snowden replied. ‘I recog- 
nize no one but the citizens of this city. 
We have come here to restore law and or- 
der; and they are already restored,’’ 

“But we wish to submit --—’’ O’ Donnell 
began, when the general cut him short, 
saying: ‘Then, sir, submit to the gentle- 
man behind you.’ ©O’Donnell wheeled 
around and saw Sheriff McCleary stand- 
ing inthe group, “1 do submit to him,” 
he said. ‘We have never questioned the 
sheriff’s order.” 

The general smiled rather sarcastically 
and said; ‘‘l am glad to hearit. But you 
must understand our position, We are 
here to preserve peace. We represent the 
executive arm of the state of Pennsyl- 
vania, and I have nothing to say to you 
further than that the sheriff must be 
obeved.”” 


“But we have obeyed the sheriff,” 
O'Donnell said. ‘tHaven’t we, Mr. Mc- 
Cleary ?”’ 


“No, you have not,’”’ said the sheriff, 
“you refused to let my deputies enter the 
works,” 

There was some further talk of this 
sort, in which General Snowden took no 
part, and the conference ended in awk- 
ward silence, which was finally broken by 
O’Donnell, who said: ‘Weli, I believe 
that we have nothing further to say.” 

The geueral bowed in silence, and the 
committee departed for the headquarters, 
where a very stormy discussion followed 
on the ground taken by the authorities. — 

General Snowden said, after the com- 
mittee had left, that there was to be no 
such thing as taking formal possession of 
the works or the town. 

A Bitter Pill. 

The strikers’ committee, after their in- 
terview with General Snowden, -returned 
to headquarters where an aerid discussion 
of the.situation followed, General Snow- 
den’s reception of the gentlemen was a 
bitter pill. That the general meant busi- 
ness, however, was now thoroughly un- 
derstood. A waiting campaign was de- 
cided upon, 
~Mr. O'Donnell said: “The troops will 
be here for about ten days, it is said. They 
are maintained at an expense of $22,000 a 
day. Héw long will the taxpayers stand 
that? And when the troops go away, how 
will the situation be changed?” 

The advisory committee are of the opin- 
ion that the works will be at once filled 
up with non-union men and watchmen, 
but they decline to discuss how they will 
meet and sulve the problem, 

The Reeling of the Strikers 

is very bitter against General Snowden. 
He was denounced in unmeasured terms 
when the result of his interview with the 
committee became known. The men con- 
fidently look for a large importation of 
Pinkerton watchmen today or tomorrow, 
and, while they seem to be decidedly in- 
timidated by the troops, there are some of 
them who swear they will resist the land- 
ing of detectives at all cost. It is believed 
that the Carnegie company has over 1000 
non-union men ready to run_ into the 
works as soon as their safety is assured, 
and that a large force of Pinkertons will 
be first brought in to renew the defense. 

These Pinkertons are said to be scattered 
about Pittsburg waiting for the call to as- 
semble at Homestead. This statement 
comes from the strikers’ committee, but 
cannot be verified here. ‘The strikers’ 
guards have been withdrawn from about 
the mill. Their places are being taken by 
the. provost patrol, which guards all the 
streets leading to the mill and about it. 
The representatives of the company, led 
by Otis Childs, took possession at about 
10 o’clock, so quietly that their presence 
was not suspected until the afternoon. 

The soldiers were permitted to go into 
town as they pleased to yet their meals, 
The result was that soldiers and strikers 
Did a Great Deal Too Much Drinking, 
and more drunken men were seen on the 
streets than were visible altogether in the 
past week. The crowds and _ soidiers 
fraternized. 

A great many workingmen, for the first 
time since the battle, are drinking heav- 
ily. There have been two or three fights, 
ome of them serious, and a great deal of 
wild talk. The leaders seem, to some ex- 
tent, to have lost control. When it be- 
came evident that the soldiers were drink- 
ing patrols arrested them, and soon nearly 
all the. militiamen were back in camp. 
The evening Closed more quietly than any 
one had any right to expect, and, while 
the streets were still fall at 10 o’clock, the 
crowd was drifting homeward. 

@eaeral Snowden ordered that a whole 
Wattalion shall be assigned to patrol .uty 
today. The strikers believe this order has 
been issued in order to cover the sheriff in 
introducing non-union men into the 
works, but this is mere conjecture. 


Half a City Destroyed. 
HALIFAX, July 11.—Concerning the fire 
in St. Johns, N. F., the latest advices are 
that half the city is destroyed, Fifteen 
thousand peopie are homeless. The loss 
will reach $3,000,000, 


WIFE MURDER IN CHELSEA, 


The Murderer Commits Suicide Imme- 
diately After the Assault, 


CHELSEA, Mass., July 14.—After a four- 
day drunken spree a Chelsea laborer 
named Michael Ryan returned to his 
home at 152 Chester avenue yesterday, 
and, quarrelling -with-his wife, seized an 
axe, with which he gave her « heavy blow 
on the head. With a frightful scream the 
woman fell to the floor, and she soon died. 
Neighbors who looked through the win- 
dows into the apartments of Ryan, which 
areon the first floor, saw a sight too 
dreadful to describe. A call was sent out 
for the police, and after an hour had gone 
by two officers appeared upon the scene. 

They entered the house just in time to 
see the murderer running upstairs. They 
followed him. The chase led to the roof, 
but when they arrived there Ryan was 
nowhere in sight. They found a_ table 
knife, however, which caused them to be- 
lieve that a double tragedy had taken 
place. This suspicion was further in- 
creased by screams which came from the 
crowds of people who were gathered in 
the street about the house, 

It soon appeared that Ryan, on reaching 
the rvof, had cut his throat and then 
jumped into the street. He was not dead 
when the crowd surrounded him, 80 an 
ambulance was called to remove him to 
the hospital. Ryan is 47 years of age; his 
wife was a year older, ‘They had lived in 
Chelsea about a year. 

Early this morning Ryan began sinking 
rapidly, and shortly breathed his last trom 
the effects of his self-inflicted wounds. 

Ryan was, in the opinion of the Chelsea 
folk, crazy from the e ‘tec ts of f liquor. 


THE ALMY CASE. 


A Day's Argument and an Adjoarnment 


Till July 29. 


Concorpb, N. H., July.13.—The case: of 
Almy was taken upin the supreme court, 
full bench, yesterday, and argued upon 
the question of the constitutionality of 
the trial of the respéndent by the court, 
instead of by a jury. Inopening for Almy, 
Mr. : urleigh discussed the plea of guilty 
made by the prisoner, and its relation to 
the present case, 

The plea‘of guilty, he claimed, does not 
mean a plea of guilty in the first degree. 
The court cannot assume that the plea 
was guilty in the first degree. That niust 
be decided by a fair and regular trial. In 
his plea of guilty the prisoner did not 
waive the tribunal by which the case must 
be tried, 

Attorney General Eastman for the state 
said that mutder was admitted. There 
was no legal defect in the trial of Almy. 
No question of jurisdiction was raised 
when the case was left to the court, The 
nature of the sentence alone had influenced 
the prisoner’s counsel, 

The court adjourned till July 29, 


NEW BEDFORD’S TROUBLES, 


Back Boys and Doffers Quit Work anda 
the Strike is Spreading. 

NEw BEDEORD, Mass., July 138.—The 
strike among the back boys and doffers 
was not as easily settled as was expected, 
andthe strike is spreading. The back 
boys and doffers in the Grinnell mill did 
not return yesterday. At the Wamsutta 
mills two more strikes were begun, All 
the back boys in the Wamsutta mills, 150 
in number, have come out. 

The back boys and doffers at the Acush- 
net mills also struck. ‘The spinners re- 
fused to work unless the back boys went 
in, and remained out, The matter will 
probably be settled today. 

The Hathaway mill back boys all-stand 
out, and the spinners were obliged to stop 
work during the afternoon. 


MANY PERSONS DROWNED. 


Disastrous Result of an Unlooked-for 
Cyclone in Tllinois, 


PEORIA, Ils:, July 13.—A eyclone struck 
Peoria lake about 10:30 p, m.,and capsized 
the Frankie Folsom,an excursion steamer, 
with a party from Pekin. There were 
forty persons on board, All but twelve 
have been accounted for, and it. is be- 
lieved these are dead, It is known posi- 
tively that fully a dozen perished. No one 
escaped from the cabin. The work of 
bringing the dead to shore is now in 
progress, Almost every rowboat on the 
lake was out at the time of the storm, and 
it is feared many Peorians have gone 
down. 


Drowned in ‘Death Trap.” 

PROVIDENCE, July 14,.—While bathing 
off Pleasant Bluff Theresa Blessing, aged 
18, and Louisa Heaney, 14, were drowned. 
They got out of their depth in the ‘‘death 
trap,” a trench dug by Commissioner 
Coleman to procure clay for repairing 
Fruit Hill reservoir, and which has never 
been properly filled up. 


Not a Drug Store Open,

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THE FIRST MESSAGE. 


A Story of the Days When the Telegraph 
Was an Unknown Medium, 


On May 1, 1844, the Whig conven- 
tion met in Baltimore and the eyes 
of the 
that morning Professor 
established telegraphic 
tion between Washington and An- 
napolis Junction, where was sta- 
tioned the assistant of Morse, who, 1 
understang, was Alfred Vail, All 
that afternoon Professor Morse and 
{ were alone together in the little 
room in the Capitol. <A gratifying 
message had come from Annapolis 
Junction that everything was ready 
at that end of the line, and that 
there eould be no doubt of the suc- 
cess of our plan to convince all 
doubters that the electric telegraph 
was a wonderful invention, which 
would revolutionize the transmission 
of news. 

It is half a century since that day, 
and yet I have a vivid recollection of 
the dramatic incident with which it 
culminated. 

To this day I can see plainly the 
narrow, disordered room in which 
we were, with its wires and jars and 
chemicals, and in the midst of it the 
weird figure of the great inventor 
who was about to realize his one 
hope, after so many years of disap- 
pointment and delay.

Even those 
who believed that the instrument 
had done its work over a short cir- 
cuit of a few miles doubted its com- 
mercial value over long distances. 

At this late date the wonder to me 
is that so few persons took any in- 
terest whatever in the proposed ex- 
periment. I wasinthe room many 
times preceding this trial, and I re- 
call that there were few visitors and 
no anxiety whatever to learn how 
Professor Morse was progressing 
with his work. A general opinion 
among:those who had heard of the 
proposed attempt was that it would 
not succeed. It was too absurd to 
discuss. 

Late in the afternoon, suddenly, the 
instrument on the table began to click. 
Eagerly Professor Morse bent for- 
ward over the strip of paper that slow- 
ly uprolled from the register. The 
paper halted, moved ahead, stopped 
and moved again in an irregular way, 
till finally Morse rose from his close 
scrutiny of the paper, stood erect 
and looking about him, said proudly, 
‘Mr. Kirk, the convention has ad- 
journed; the train for Washington 
from Baltimore has just left Annap- 
olis Junction bearing that informa- 
tion, and imy assistant has tele- 
graphed me the ticket nominated.” 
He hesitated, holding in his hand the 
mysterious message, and then said, 
“The ticket is Clay and Frelinghuy- 
sen.”—John W. Kirk in Scribner's.

Elephant Fairs in India. 

The great fair in. India for the 
kale of elephants is held annually 
aut Sonepoor, on the Ganges, at the 
time that hundreds of thousands of 
pilgrims assemble there to worship 
at the shrine of Siva and to bathe in 
the sacred river when the moon is full 
in the months of October and Novem- 
ber. The same kind of thieving and 
swindling goes on among the ele- 
phant dealers as among the horsy 


fraternity. Elephants are brought | 


here from a long distance, some even 


from Burmah and Siam. The num-* 
ber for sale seeins to decrease every | 


year, and the prices rise enormously 
in consequence, Cabool merchants 
are the principle purchasers of them 
in the distant provinces, and from 
there they are taken for their long, 
weary march to India. 

The prices realized vary according 
to the age and temper of the captive 
from about £150 to £400, or about 
$750 to $2,000. Elephants are bought 


by the natives for display, and no | 


animal looks so wellin a role fora 
tomahsha; the pompous pace of a 


procession suits him to perfection; | 


but for this only male elephants are 
used, and then only tuskers, as they 
alone seem worthy to carry the na- 
tive nobles; and the muckna, or 
tuskless male is sent with the fe- 
males to do work, such as carrying 
baggage, wood or fodder, and of 
course is of immense value for hunt- 
ing purposes.—R. Caton Woodville 
in Harper’s. 


Marriages in Abyssinia. 


Abyssinia is a country where, if | 


marriage is a failure, it can be easily 
dissolved. There is absolutely no 
legal or holy tie. When a man is 
desirous of marrying a girl he di- 
rectly applies to her parents. The 
maidens, like those in many Euro- 
pean countries, are seldom consulted 
on the question, the lover arranging 
with the father or male relatives re- 
garding her dower, which generally 
means a few beeves, sheep or pieces 
of cloth,.and sometimes gold. 

On the marriage day the bride- 
groom presents himself with his best 
man at the house of his future father- 
in-law, Much feasting goes on till the 
bride is carried off by her husband, 
generally on his shoulders, while the 
male relatives closely follow, making 
acanopy of their togas to keep off 
the rays of the sun, or perhaps the 
effects of the evil eye. Behind comes 
a. crowd of young girls and boys, 
methodically lifting their arms above 
their heads and clapping their hands 
to the measured. beating of tomtoms 
carried by men running along the 
flanks of the procession, who also 
blow long trumpets.—Frederic Vil- 
liers in Century. 


Short Thumbed Monkeys. 

Our representative of the short 
thumbed monkeys, the guerezas, as 
well as two species of short thumbed 
monkeys which I have tamed, eat 
regularly but daintly of the hay 
that serves them for straw and bed- 
ding, and the guerezas eat with par- 
ticular relish the heads of green salad 
which they have learned to expect 
eagerly for their daily supper. 

In outer general appearance, which 
is chiefly dependent on the character 
of the hair coating, the slender and 
short thumbed monkeys exhibit some 
important peculiarities which dis- 
tinguish both groups, while the In- 
dian slender monkeys generally have 
ashort fur and their hair makes a 
conspicuous growth only in spots in 
the shape of head tufts, manes, whis- 
kers and gorgets.—Dr. L. Heck in 
Popular Science Monthly.
